president because he had "kept us out of war." 


To he "respectable," under present day standards, we intuit 


, be "for war." 


That sort of a national mind 'has permeated down into the 


children. The children subconsciously are "for war" and they 
rare brought up to look cpntemptoBsly on anyone "against war. 
This national mind is also brought about through the controlled 
newspapers, the movies, and, we are sorry to say, too often, 
through the pulpit. 


And standing hack of the screen and manipulating the 


strings that make national sentiment and produce national 
prejudices are the big interests that make money out of war. 


The big interests of this country are now fighting'to main- 


tain this false national, state of mind. These interests realize 
that the American people, who a few years ago were lustily 
singing '1 didn't raise my boy to be a soldier? may as suddenly 
change their mind now.
